In refusing to overthrow a lower 
court injunction against the sale of 
a house to a negro woman, the court 
declared that none of the constitution - 
al rights cited by ,the appellants had 
been violated. 
The injunction had been secured by 
residents of nearby bouses on the 
strength of an agreement, signed hy 
11 property owners in the block pledg­ 
ing against sales to anyone not of 
whit© blood. 
The case attracted wide attention 
because of the prospect that the high­ 
est court might decide

whichfhas led to controversy in many 
cities.
